My Dying Bride vere formed in June 1990 by 
Aaron, Calvin, Andy and Rick. Their first demo 
Was recorded after 6 months together and soon 
after this was released they were offered ‘a 


single with French label Listenable (run by the 
guy who does Peardrop fanzine). From the sounds 
of it My Dying Bride could very well be pretty 
happening soon. The first single completely sold 
out rapidly, so much so that we never got hold 
of one!! 

Shortly after the single was released My Dying 
Bride signed a 4 record deal with Peaceville 
(which is based in the same small town of 
Dewsbury!). This is kicked off with a 12" single 
that should be in the shops when you read this. 
It is apparently a one track 12", one half of 
the track "Symphonaire Infernus et Spera 
Empyrium" on each side. If part 1 of the track 


is anything to be believed it's a pretty epic 
Frost - esque piece that looks set to either 
spawn 1000's of 12 hour epic bands or bury he 
doom metal thing forever, whichever the track 
should create some waves! 

Anyway, the tape... despite the gothy/arty 
titles of "Symphonaire Infenus et Spera 
Empyrium" on this demo My Dying Bride are 
pretty straight forward death/doom metal, very 
much like Paradise Lost with more speed parts.
